While it has beon known that Mr.
Tilden had connections with tha Fort
Wayne Railroad, and the Pennsylya-
nia Company, which must have resul-
ted greatly to hia financial profit, the
proof of the fact and the Epecifiio
amounts have not been utt;jnabla. A
correspondent of the New York TVmes
has been cultivating that field, with
some success, but not with the full
vesult that is desirable. He shows
that Tilden secured the sale of the
Fort Wayne road, being oune of the
purchasing committee, the deeds of
sale, drawn by Mr. Tilden, beinﬁlexe-
cuted in March, 1863, the sale. having
been made the month previous. That
he reccived large compensntion for the
services rendered, most, of which were
perfsrmed in 1862, is morally certain,
although the specific evidence of the
